Dr. Gerald T. Lorentz, medi- 
cal director at the center, spoke 
with the girl after her rescue. 
He said Peggy Ann indicated 
she spent the first two or three 
days of captivity in a house or 
shelter before the pair took to 
the woods.

have been under investigation 
since returning to this country. 
Their files have been forward^ 
to the Treasury for tax scrutiny, 
he said. 


The Pentagon and the Treas- 
ury have begun working closely 
on means to choke off money 
profiteering and black 
mark- 
eteering in Vict Nam. A Treas- 
ury agent will go to Saigon to 
survey the situation and an offi- 
cial said the agency may even- 
tually station people there. 


Over-all, it was learned, 70 
U.S. civilians have been the 
subject of probes. One Ameri- 
can netted 
about 
$42,000 by 
money 
speculation, 
officials 
said, and several pocketed prof- 
its in the $16,000-$18,000 range. 


Officials also said 41 U.S. 
servicemen in South Viet Nam 
have been court-martialed or 
given lesser punishment in the 
crackdown on black marketeer- 
ing and currency manipulation. 


Offenders in money specula- 
tion were said to have been 
chiefly U.S. civilians. Service- 
men were involved for the most 
part in selling ix)st exchange 
goods on the black market.

The Buddhists also canceled 
all rallies today to avoid the 
impression that they might be 
in honor of North Vietnamese 
President Ho Chi Minh's 76th 
birthday today. 


War Action Light

soon rains held U.S. Air Force 
and Navy planes to 23 missions 
against North Vict Nam..

Japs Changing 
Bomb Attitude 


TOKYO (AP> — A growing 
deiMte in Japan over its rela­ 
tions with the United States and 
Red China is bringing forth the 
first vague hint that the general 
Japanese attitude toward nu- 
clcar arms may be changing. 


The debate, centered on the 
Japan-U.S. security treaty and 
Communist 
China’s 
atomic 
weapon potential, ha» focused 
attention on controversial pro­ 
posals tor a Japanese military 
buildup. 


In this country, tha! suffered 
the world's only atomic bomb­ 
ings. the whole idea of rearma­ 
ment — especially with nuclear 
weapons — has been shunned 
for two decades. 


Now the government it pro* 
ceading more bokUy with plans 
tor a defense buildup. It also is 
taking a subtle stand on the 
question of a nuclear prolifera- 
tkm treaty, leaving the way 
open for Japan to have its own 
atomic weapons as long as oth­ 
ers do. 


For years to come, the mili­ 
tary buildup is Ukcl>' to be a 
nonnuclear one. Japanese oppo­ 
sition to atomic bombs goes 
deep. The idea of a rearmed 
Japan, even withcuit nuclear 
weapons, is enough to make oth­ 
er Asian nations shiver 
and 
Japanese officials know this. 


It all started with debate over 
the security tieaty which give« 
the United States the right to 
maintain bases in Japan while 
pledging to help d e fM the Jap­ 
anese. The treaty was revised in 
1960 amidst bitter rioting that 
forced President Dwight D. £ii- 
senhower to cancel a scheduled 
trip to Japan. Either country 
can request another reviskw 
after 1970. 


Some government supporters 
on the right agree with the So­ 
cialists that Ja|>an should try to 
end its dependence on American 
military strength But there is a 
difference. The Socu.lists want 
a defenseless Japan that ti'ust^ 
! in Uie good will of its neighbors. 
The conservatives want a Japa­ 
nese military buildup that would 
permit this country to def^d 
itself. 


With Japan showuig a more 
independent line in world affairs 
and a vague tendency towaixi an 
lndian-ty{>e nonalignment, the 
chances of a defense buildup 
are becoming more likely.

Tlic Chicago & North West­ 
ern restored sei'vicc on its main 
passenger line south from Es- 
canaba today after a nine-car 
derailment at the M-589 cross­ 
ing Wednesday afternoon forced 
the railroad to halt the Pen­ 
insula 400 passenger train last 
night at Green Bay. 


A railroad spokesman said an 
ore train moved out of iiscan^ 
aba on the line at 3 a.m. today 
after a wrecking crane from 
Green Bay had removed twist- 
e<i cars from the track and 
crews had repaii’ed the track. 


The derailment came at 1:15 
p.m. in the middle of a 72-car 
freight train, whiplashing gon­ 
dola cars loaded with pulpwood 
and wood slabs aci'oss Uie high­ 
way into the ditches jusst east 
of the crossing. 


The train was bound from 
Escanaba to Green Bay . 


“It’s a

like a peanut,** one official said. 


The train had • crew of fivt 
men with John Ohman of Es­ 
canaba as it« engineer.

The railroad has been mak­ 
ing repaii« to the roadbed and 
ties in the area, but no new 
rails have been installed as yet.

Hunting Mishaps 
Hit 25-Year Low 


LANSING iAP> — Michigan 
fielded the largest hunting force 
on record last year — 1,295.000 
sportsmen — but its shooting ac­ 
cident rate was the lowest since 
1940, reports the State Conser­ 
vation Department. 


There were 52,000 more hunt­ 
ers in the field last year than in 
1964. The number of gun and 
archery accidents still was cut 
to 222, some 14 p>er cent below 
the 10-year average. 


Included in the 1965 total were 
17 firearm deaths and 205 non- 
fatal injuries. 


There were 16 killed and an­ 
other 264 injured during Mich­ 
igan’s 1964 hunting seasons. 


The 
Conservation 
Depart­ 
ment said the 1965 figures re­ 
futed the idea that more hunt­ 
ers automatically means more 
accidents. 


The deaths and injuries fol­ 
lowed the same patterns as 
noted before, the department 
said. 


The greatest danger to the 
hunter, it has been proven, is 
from his own gun or those of 
his hunting companions. 


One fifth of all the accidents 
last year were cases of the hunt­ 
er shooting himself.
